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andidates give views 
on development, taxes

A college student, a manager of a 
real estate office and a two - term 
incumbent are among the 12 
candidates running for the Upland 
City Council 

Michael Segaloff, James Cummo 
Sr. and John McCarthy were 
recently asked their views on a 
variety of subjects for the March 7 
election, when Upland voters will 

, choose three council members. 
Michael Segaloff 

Segaloff — a junior majoring in 
political science and pre - iaw at the 
University of California, Riverside 
— has lived with his family for 
seven years in Upland. 

If elected, he said that he would 
‘test the legality’? and ‘‘push”’ 
growth control as far as possible. 

“7 believe that right now the rate 
of growth in Upland is not being 
controlled in practice,” he said. 

Segaloff added that stricter 
application of current guidelines 
would also help control residential 
growth 

However, he said that he realized 
the city would face legal problems if 
it tried to halt growth, but added the 
present ceiling is ‘‘unrealistically”’ 
high. 

Segaloff said: he favors a lower 
density for the largely undeveloped 
northwest section of the city than 
the current proposed mix of a 
maximum of three and four 
residential units per acre 

Segaloff said Upland should 
encourage more business to locate 
in the city, explaining that the new 
commercial concerns would 
generate revenue for the city. 

” .. Upland has become a mere 
bedroom community. People in 
Upland don’t work here, don’t, shop 
here, and it’s about time we became 
a city in our own right.” 

Segaloff said he favors a bond 
issue to finance the some $14 million 
in storm drains, rather than partial 
funding through new fees on 
incoming residences and businesses.

Cummo is owner and manager of 
Glee Realty in Upland. The Cummos 
have lived in Upland eight years; 
they have two grown children. 


He said he sees the need for 
growth but that development should 
not outpace the city’s ability to 
provide services and should be 
compatible with the general plan. 

He said future development of the 
northwest section ‘‘should fit in 
with” the general area and not be 
detrimental to the property values 
of current residents in the entire 
northwest quadrant. 

Cummo said he favored more 
business and industry coming into 
Upland, if they are “good quality” 
and meet the general plan 
guidelines. 

He added, ‘I don’t want to see 
industry and commercial businesses 
outgrow the residential growth. I 
think we should maintain the 
balance.” 

Cummo expressed concern over 
the Jarvis property tax initiative 
and said that if it passes Upland 
should look to maintaining levels of 
protective services first. 

He said the current council has 
“done a very good job and that he 
has no major differences with it 
over recent decisions. 

Storm drains should be financed 
through a bond election and without 
imposition of new fees, Cummo 
said. 

He said diverse church, military, 
Chamber of Commerce and business 
experience help qualify him for a 
council seat. 

John McCarthy 

McCarthy has lived in Upland 
since 1948 and retired from the 
Police Department as a captain in 
1969. First elected to the council in 
1970, McCarthy has been the city’s 
mayor pro tem for eight years. 

He cited his experience on the 
council! and as Upland’s 
representative on San. Bernardino 
Associated Government, the county 
transportation commission and the 
Omnitrans board and as alternate 
representative to the West Valley 
Transit Authority. 

“T have a good idea how city 
government performs from that 
experience,” he said. 

McCarthy said he sees the Jarvis 
initiative on the June ballot as the 
most important concern facing 


Upland and other local 
governments. 

He said the council should 
encourage state legislators to adopt 
alternate forms of property tax 
relief to offset chances of the 
measure passing. 

McCarthy said the growth - 
management plan passed last year 
“was geared primarily toward what 
the city could effectively provide in 
the way of services without 
impacting the community.” 

He noted that because of the plan 
Upland, unlike other West End 
cities, still has sewer hookups left 
under the area allocation pian. 

McCarthy said the plan should be 
reviewed periodically and 
particularly if no further sewer 
allocation is available after June. 

The maximum density for the 
northwest section under 
conventional residential 
development should be three units 
per acre, McCarthy said. He said 
planned residential development 
could be feasible, although the 
number of land owners presents 
problems 

McCarthy said he ‘‘initially”’ 
favors fees for new residential and 


business development to help 
finance storm drains. 
Fees would generate ‘‘seed 


money’’ for the city when its 
officials goes before the county 
Flood Control District, he said. 
Communities successful in gaining 
approval for their projects 
‘inevitably’ have money available 
for sharing the cost, he added 

Some of the $14 million may have 
to be financed through a bond issue, 
according to McCarthy. 

He said Upland has had a “great 
deal of commercial construction” in 
the last eight years and the new 
development shows a low - vacancy 
rate. 


Light industry should be 
encouraged — ‘‘as long as its self - 
sustaining’? — through the Upiand 


Chamber of Commerce, he said. 
McCarthy said he has actively 
supported the extension of the 
Foothill Freeway through his 
membership on the county and 
regional transportation boards

Teacher fears ruin of foothill canyons

A Chaffey College instructor calls 
canyons just north of the West End 
“biological crossroads’’ valuable to 
scientists and students, as well as 
serving as recreation area to local 
residents 

However, David Bixler, associate 
professor of environmental biology, 
said he is worried that future 
development may endanger survival 
of the Lytle Creek area as an 
outdoor laboratory for naturalists. 

Bixler who lives in Lytle Creek, 
said San Bernardino County’s 
environmental: review process 
amounts to “‘bandage over bandage 
that are not holding.” 

Bixler sdid that almost every 
week college classes studying 
environmental biology, game 
animals, wild land conservation or 
insects make use of the canyons. 

“T think one of the strengths of the 
Chaffey College Biology 


Department is that it has a lab so 
near,”’ he said. 


He explained that the canyon 
areas are biologically interesting 
and valuable in several respects. 
Helping make the canyons a unique 
setting are what Bixler calls ‘‘relict 
species’ — survivors of another 
era, when a cool, moist climate 
predominated in Southern 
California. 

He noted these plants live in the 
canyons’ cool, moist pockets — 
‘‘microclimates similar to the 
past.” 

He explained that the plants — 
which although rare to the area, are 
not to be confused with endangered 
species — have a narrow range of 
tolerance. They did not so much 
adapt to despite climate changes as 
they did survive the changes. 

Bixler said one relict — Sedum 
spathulifolium, a small succulent — 
is usually found along the coast.

The stream - fed canyons also 
provide a home for big tooth or big 
leaf maple trees, which Bixler noted 
have a high rate of evaporation and 
can only grow in damp 
surroundings 

The alum root (Heuchera) is 
another survivor. The small plant 
grows in shade close to the streams 
and usually thrives in arctic and 
alpine environments. 

He said trails by the streams 
could wipe out the alum root, a plant 
which needs flooding to survive. 
Bixler said that once flooding 
destroys the alum root, the plant 
will ‘“‘colonize’” an adjacent rocky 
area. 

Relicts and indemic plants are a 
“reflection of the past’’ and offer 
clues to the vegetation in Southern 
California 10,000 years ago, Bixler 
said. 

While the Lytle Creek area is a 
biological crossroads of sorts 
because relict species and more 
common wild life grow in 
proximity, Bixler uses the term to 
more specifically to describe unique 
hybridization. 

The Chaffey College biologist 
explained the canyon areas act as 
‘“eontact zone’’ for coastal and 
desert plants. In this zone, unique 
genetic offspring of desert and 
coastal plants grow, he said. 

The contact zone is one of several 
aspects of the canyon areas under 
study. He noted the areas also 
comprise one of the least known 
locales in North America for 
invertebrates. 

“You could find new species of 
insects here in hours. There are so 
many, you wouldn’t have time to 
describe them,’’ he said. 

Bixler called the Lytle Creek area 
a “new frontier’’ for entomologists. 
He said that less than a decade ago 
fewer than 10 known species of 
trapdoor spiders (a type of 
tarentula) had been found in North 
America. 

Bixler said Willis Gertsch of the 
Southwestern Research Station in 
Arizona has since described seven 
species collected in and near Lytle 
Creek. 

Bixler is concerned about the 
impact proposed rechanneling of 
Cucamonga, Deer and Day canyons 
— as flood - protection projects — 
could have on the special 
environment. 

Stressing his point recently in the 


, 


Lytle Creek area, Bixter pointed toa 
barren bed of rocks and said that 30 
vears from now the stones would be 
the site of heavy vegetation 

He added that concrete is quite 
different than rocks and few plants 
can grow through it. 

Fire and flood cycles are natural 
to the canyon areas, where 
chaparral plants dominate the 
higher altitudes, he explained 
Bixler called the chaparral a “fire 
community,’’ which scientists 
expect statistically to burn every 65 
years. 

Fire is critical to the plants’ 
regeneration. Bixler called the 
chaparral environment one of the 
fastest recovery areas in North 
America. After a fire, he noted, an 
area will be green in two years and 
fully recovered in 25 years. 

Some plants survive despite fires 
and floods, rather than because of 
them, he said and pointed out 
junipers growing on mounds of rock, 
which protect the trees from 
periodic onslaughts. 

Bixler prepared a section on flora 
and fauna for the environmental 
impact report for the incorporation 
of Rancho Cucamonga. 

In his report, he concluded that 
incorporation itself would not 
adversely affect nearby wild life, 
but cautioned that the consequences 
of suburban growth could 
‘dramatically alter the last 
remaining natural plant cover of 
drought - resistant plants.” 

He stressed land - use planning 
and growth policy as important to 
the survival of some area species. 

Bixler said he is not against 
technology or advancement, but 
added, ‘‘Scientists can’t solve future 
environmental problems unless we 
understand what the problem is. 
Unless we have organisms to work 
with, we’re not going to understand 
the problem.”’ 

The canyons provide a recreation 
area used b Lento dt 
moderate - by dmany OW, and 
without the congestion found in the 
desert, he said and noted he hopes 
the kind of recreation available in 
the canyons remains ‘‘pedestrian” 
and the Lytle Creek area can have 
“high - quality’’ uses under proper 
care. 

However, Bixler added, the kind 
of uses he envisions would not bring 
developers much profit. 

“That’s the real stick,’’ he said.

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Tighter controls sought 
for disability pensions

Prompted by a study that warns of 
the increasing number and cost of 
such retirements, county super- 
visors agreed Monday to tighten 
rules for granting disability pension 
benefits to county employees. 

The supervisors will ask the in- 
dependent Board of Retirement to 
change some of the procedures for 
granting disability retirements. 

They also directed County Ad- 
ministrative Officer Earl Goodwin 
to develop an in-service physical ex- 
amination program that could be 
used in the reassignment of county 
employees to reduce the number of 
disability retirements. 

The supervisors acted after 
Goodwin's office released a report 
disclosing that San Bernardino 
County ranks third in the number of 
disability retirements among the 20 
California counties operating under 
the 1937 Retirement Act. 

More than one-fourth of all county 
employee retirements are for dis- 
ability, the report says, and over the 
past seven years, such retirements 
have increased twice as fast as 
regular retirements. 

“We're heading on a destructive 
path on this issue,’ Supervisor 
Joseph Kamansky of Upland, one of 
nine members of the county’s Board 
of Retirement, said Monday. 

Kamansky, who suggested the 
study by Goodwin’s office, said, ‘‘I 
wouldn’t like to see the county 
(treasury) jeopardized, and I 
wouldn’t like to see the retirement 
group jeopardized because of

possible wrongful doings by certain 
people.” 

Kamansky said too many county 
employees were requesting and be- 
ing granted additional retirement 
benefits for disabilities that were 
reportedly related to their jobs — a 
number of disabilities for ‘‘mental 
stress.” 

“‘Somewhere we need to overhaul 

. our motherhood and apple pie 
thinking,’ Kamansky added, con- 
tending that the Board of Retire- 
ment has been too lenient in gran- 
ting disability retirement benefits at 
taxpayers’ expense. 

The report was prepared by 
Robert Clinton, chief of the manage- 
ment assistance division in 
Goodwin’s office. 

It says that if all the employees 
who have been granted disability 
retirements had taken regular 
retirements, the county could have 
saved $700,000 in payments from its 
general fund last year. 

Of the county’s 1,845 retired 
employees, 491 have been granted 
disability retirements — 26.6 per- 
cent of the total. The proportion 
ranks only behind Sacramento and 
Ventura counties. 

The county contributes 60 percent 
of payments to employees with 
regular retirement, 68 percent to 
employees with disability 
retirements that are not job-related 
and 75 percent to employees with 
disability retirements that are job- 
related 

Earnings from investments ac- 
count for 11 percent of the payments 
in all categories, and the employees’ 
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Soft 


orchestra has presented the 
children’s concerts annually for the 
past 11 years.

In 1970, San Bernardino County 
had 611 employees with regular 
retirements and 144 with disability 
retirements. Seven years later, the 
report says, regular retirements 
have risen to 1,354 — and disability 
retirements have jumped to 491. 

Over the past three years, the 
report adds, the number of disabili- 
ty retirements has shot up from 285 
to 491. 


“We can’t afford to jeopardize the 
retirement system; neither can we 
afford to put more costs on the tax- 
payers. There’s a need to get a han- 
die on what’s going on,’’ Supervisor 
Dennis L. Hansberger of Yucaipa 
Said. 


The report estimates that if all the 
recommendations are followed, the 
reduced number of disability 
retirements will save the county $2,- 
800 for each job-related disability 
and $350 for disabilities not related 
to the job. 


The report recommends: 

— That more precise information 
be required from county employees 
who apply to the Board of Retire- 
ment for disability retirement, and 
that the employees be required to 
appear at board hearings on ‘their 
cases. 


— That the Board of Retirement 
be furnished with easily understan- 
dable medical reports on applicants 
for disability retirement, and that 
greater use should be made of 
medical specialists.

Local water 
_ outlook good 


This year’s outlook for Southern California’s water 
supplies is good, but a long-term underground storage 
program is needed to relieve future droughts, the Chino 
Basin Water Association was told Wednesday night. 


Combined with recent rains that helped replenish 
Southern California’s underground basins, ‘‘we have so 
much water we don’t know what to do with it,’’ said Jim 
Krieger, assistant chief of operations for the 
Metropolitan Water District (MWD). 

Although this year’s outlook for Southern California’s 
water supplies is good, steps must be taken now to 
relieve the impact of future droughts, Krieger said. 


“It’s extremely important to Southern California to 
have a new means of augmenting its groundwater 
supplies,’’ he said. 


The best way to do that is to start a long-term program 
of storing surplus water in Southern California’s 
underground basins, including the Chino Basin, Krieger 
said. 


The Chino Basin, which underlies practically all of the 
West End, has a storage capacity estimated at 12 million 
acre-feet. The basin now holds 7 million to 8 million acre- 
feet of water. An acre-foot is about 326,000 gallons. 


Underground storage is favored by the administration 
of Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. as an alternative to 
construction of additional dams and reservoirs on what 
are now the last of Northern California’s free-flowing 
rivers.

Ruben S. Ayala’s bill to speed up 
construction of the California Water Project encourages 
this approach. 


In years of heavy rainfall, surplus water from 
Northern California would be delivered by the California 
Water Project to underground basins in Southern 
California. In years of drought, the water would be 
pumped from local basins, making further deliveries 
from Northern California unnecessary. 


Krieger said such underground storage would work 
just as well as the use of surface reservoirs.

What if we were to 

compare our feet as 
transportation in the 
same light as the auto- 
Mobile? 
“ust as proper daily 
maintenance preserves 
the life of a car, foot 
health can be main- 
tained with the aid of 
some simple rules. 

Firstly, see that your 
child gets a good nutri- 
tional diet - which of 
course, benefits the 
whole body, as well as 
the feet. 

Specifically, guard 
against athlete's foot. If 
your child is at a swim- 
ming pool shower or 
similar places people 
often go barefoot, see 
that he takes along 
shower clogs or slip- 
pers. 

Nails should also get a 
little care every so often. 
An orangewood stick is 
helpful in cleaning under 
toenails. They should 
also be regularly 
trimmed. This is done by 
cutting the nail straight 
across, being sure the 
corners are one-six- 
teenth of an inch beyond 
the toe. Slightly round 
the corners. (See illus- 
tration). 

Certainly all care is 
not preventive. You 
should inspect your 
child's feet for cuts, 
bruises, rubbed or red 
areas, or blisters. Treat 
broken skin as you 
would any open wound. 
Blisters or red areas 
mean that the shoe is 
rubbing against the foot 
and that it is not fitting 
properly. Protect blisters 
with gauze held on by 
adhesive tape. (Never 
put adhesive next to the 
affected part.) Never cut 
corns or calluses. 

Finally, if any kind of 
trouble seems to be de- 
veloping, get profession- 
al advice.

Legislature considers 
laws effect on family

Several questions are 
boudn to be raised in the 
legislature each time a new 
program is proposed. 
Someone will ask how much 
it’s going to cost. Another 
lawmaker will question the 
need for change or the 
effectiveness of a par- 
ticular approach. 

Don’t be surprised if next 
time around someone also 
asks about its possible 
effect on California 
families. Elected officials 
from Sacramento to 
Washington, D.C., are tak- 
ing a close look at ways 
government actions may 
contribute to current up- 
heavals in American 
families. 

Vice President Walter 
Mondale has urged that the 
“family impact’ of new 
programs and suggested 
revisions be assessed 
before they are put to a 
vote. President Jimmy 
Carter agrees and has 
pleaded with his own staff 
to avoid neglecting their 
families for the sake of 
work. 

Traditionally, families 
are the basic units of socie- 
ty, supplying individuals 
with financial and 
emotional support from the 
cradle to the grave. But the 


traditional roles and com- 
position of families are 
rapidly changing. 

Entire families were 
needed to operate small 
businesses and farms dur- 
ing the taming of the wild 
West. That’s more the ex- 
ception than the rule these 
days. Public schools have 
also shouldered a large 
share of education respon- 
sibilities once held by 
families 

Extended families exist 
today side - by - side with 
numerous other types. No 
longer is it safe to assume 
that a married man wins 
the bread while his wife 
works around the house. Ac- 
cording to the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor, both 
partners in the typical 
modern marriage hold out- 
side jobs. 

Due to the rising divorce 
rate and more couples 
deciding to live together out 
of wedlock, single - parent 
families are increasing at 
three times the rate of two - 
parent families. 

Not all single parents are 
women, either. Courts are 
more apt now than ever 
before to award single men 
adoption papers or grant 
them custody of their 
children. 

While we're aware of 


these and other family 
changes, we're not sure 
what they mean. As one 
measure now pending in the 
legislature recognizes, 
since it’s unclear what 
types of families will even- 
tually emerge from current 
changes, the consequences 
of the variations are uncer- 
tain. 


Assembiy Bill 1556 by 
Assemblyman Bill Lockyer 
(D-San Leandro) would 
create a California Institute 
of Family Life and ask it to 
conduct a five - year study 


to improve ‘‘alignment of 
public policy with and in 
support of socially produc- 
tive trends in California 
family life.” 

Long - range plans sub- 
mitted to the legislature by 
the institute would include 
an outline of family struc- 
tures which either exist or 
are emerging in California. 
Institute staffers would 
analyze economic, social 
and psychological factors 
bringing about changes 


Also included in the in- 
stitute’s report would be a 


prediction about the 
numbers and types of peo- 
ple who may be displaced 
by the changes, and thereby 
deprived of essential family 
support. 

AB 1556 passed the 
Assembly last summer and 
has since encountered stiff 
opposition in the state 
Senate. Among its op- 
ponents are officials from 
the state Department of 
Finance who say private 
and public agencies are 
already performing the 
functions of the proposed in- 
stitute. Its supporters dis- 
agree, stating there is a 
need for additional study 
and coordination of current 
research about families. 

Whetner or not the 
legislature sends the bill to 
the governor next year, its 
basic idea of evaluating 
social as well as the 
material impact of legisla- 
tion will remain with us.

Arson: growing crime

Arson is a killer. Each 
year, nationwide, more 
than 1,000 individuals lose 
their lives as a result of 
fires set by arsonists. 
Another 10,000 each year 
are injured and must bear 
the scars of their tragic 
experience with arson for 
the rest of their lives. 

In California, the 
statistics are just as grim 
Proven arson fires were 
responsible for the deaths 
of 17 persons and the 
injuries of 317 people in 
1975. Statistics for 1976 and 
1977 may be much higher. 

Yet, despite these tragic 
deaths and injuries, arson is 
an ignored problem — and it 
is the fastest growing crime 
in California. 

The lack of attention to 
this crime is in large part 
responsible for the 
dramatic increase in the 
incidence of arson. It has 
become the easiest, safest, 
and most profitable crime 
for anyone to commit. 

The arrest rate for arson 
is incredibly low, and the 
conviction rate is abysmal. 
Few areas of our state have 
the resources to combat 
arson and, as a result, arson 
has blossomed into a full - 
scale epidemic. 

While there are many 
motivations for arson, the 
most rapidly escalating 
form of this crime is arson - 
for - profit. It is a white - 
collar crime that finds 
individuals from all walks 





of life, from school children 
to organized criminals, 
playing a role in arson for 
fraud. 


Their activities resulted 
in $2 billion in property loss 
alone in 1976. However, this 
is only a fraction of the real 
cost of arson. 


When we take into 


consideration the cost of 
lost jobs, destroyed 
businesses, increased 


insurance rates and the 
reduction of property tax 
revenues, it is estimated 
that the arson loss was 
closer to $15 billion in 1976. 


Arson is the most costly 
crime in the U.S. The 
average loss per arson fire 
is greater than the average 
economic loss of our more 
‘‘noted’’ crimes of 
burglary, robbery, and 
vehicle theft. This loss is 
expected to grow until we 
take a realistic approach to 
combat this crime. That 
approach will require the 
full and = concerted 
participation of our fire and 
law enforcement agencies 
at both the state and local 
levels. 


In an attempt to address 
this epidemic crime, I have 
introduced legislation in 
three areas. My legislative 
package includes a bill 
creating a Blue Ribbon 
Committee on Arson, 
bringing together the 
various elements of our 
state involved in combating 


arson in order to develop 
the strategy and 
coordination to successfully 
solve the arson problem. 


Coupled with that long - 
range goal will be 
legislation providing more 
immediate results. This 
legislation includes a bill-to 
allow insurance companies 
to open their files upon 
request to official 
investigators in cases of 
suspected arson, and will 
release the insurance 
company from liability in 
such cases. 


Additionally, my 
legislation from last 
session, Senate Bill 389, will 
be amended, and I wilt 
attempt to move it 
successfully through the 
Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee, which will give 
the State Fire Marshal’s 
Arson Investigation Unit 
additional investigators. 


Hopefully, with this three 
- pronged attack, we can 
begin to give serious 
attention to this long 
neglected, but costly 
problem.

Answering a question from the 
audience, McCall told a disgruntled 
man that if local residents are 
against Expo 81 they should ‘‘stop it 
right here” by recalling any city 
council members supporting it 
Asking the audience of about 60 
people to raise their hands if they 
supported Expo 81, nobody did. 


‘“‘T never saw so much concrete on 
the ground as I saw today,” said 
McCall of his airplne flight into the 
West End. ‘You've got enough 
people coming here from Orange 
County.” 


Back on his main theme, McCall 
cited the Oregon ‘‘bottle bill’ as the 
most obvious example of the 


interconnection of energy problems 
The legislature had really only 
hoped to reduce roadside litter but 
found they started a momentum- 
gathering trend, he said 


“Everything in the universe”’ is in 
some way related, said McCall 
‘The real world operates as a 
unified system. I’m simply asking 
why not a world-wide methodology 
to deal with complex (energy) 
problems 


“When a majority finally accepts 
that piece of wisdom, then we are 
well on our way to solving any 
problem,’’ McCall said 


Too many people and 
governments are still thinking of 
solutions to the energy crunch “in 
jerky, short term’’ patterns while 
ignoring the problem’s global 


aspects, he said 


Other Oregon ideas which took 
hold and spread were the gasoline 
tax, originated in the early 1900's, 
and the philosophy that big isn’t 
always better, he said.

Rain only small 
oasis in drought

“Thank heavens for the 
rain.” 

“Thank heavens more 
rain is expected.” 

But, these rains at- 
tributed only a small 
watery oasis in what is 
otherwise a desert of 
drought. They do not solve 
the long term drought 
problem in California and 
we must not be lulled into a 
false sense of security 
because of the amount and 
intensity of them. 

Californians cannot af- 
ford to let state and national 
governmental leaders now 
turn their backs on the 
California water problem 
just because it rained. 

If the State Water Project 
were in operation, 8,000 
acre feet of water per day 
could be: saved by the 


Peripheral Canal facility. 
As it stands right now, Gov. 
Brown’s 1978-79 state 
budget did not include 
money for the proposed con- 
struction of the Peripheral 
Canal. 

A state Finance Depart- 
ment official labeled exclu- 
sion of the funds an ‘“‘over- 
Sight,”’ according to an arti- 
cle which appeared in the 
Hanford Sentinel, Jan. 10. 
How can funding of legisla- 
tion pending in the Senate 
providing for a $7 billion 
waterworks system that in- 
cludes the canal be an over- 
sight? 

It is important to continue 
orderly development of our 
water supplies so flooding 
situations like the Russian 
River could be turned into 
beneficial use. We don’t 
have an adequate storage 


supply, or we wouldn’ t have 
problems in these subnor- 
mal rain years. 

Two wet months out of 
the past 36 are not enough to 
solve our rainfall situation. 
As of Jan. 1 our 143 reser- 
voirs were less than one- 
third full. Now, despite 
torrential rains, Shasta and 
Oroville are both less than 
two-thirds full. 

We may have ample 
snowpacks and our reser- 
voir storage is building, but 
we still face a critical situa- 
tion with groundwater 
supplies, which will take 
several years to replenish. 

A few rainstorms are not 
going to solve the water 
problem in California. We 
need to develop long-term 
solutions to our severe 
water problem. 

During the past year the 
Water Foundation has 
repeatedly testified the 
overriding need is to com- 
plete the State Water Pro- 
ject. 

Now is the time to get 
serious. Every delay in 
achieving its completion 
places in deeper jeopardy 
our ability to provide 
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enough water to meet our 
future needs. 

Conservation is a first 
needed step, but consumers 
must also join with 
governmental leaders and 
those in agriculture and 
business in a concerted 
drive to provide long-term 
answers. The rain has 
helped — but measures 
need to be taken now to pre 
vent our state from further 
severe situations.

Question: How does one shopper 
buy essentially the same foods as 
another shopper while paying 10 to 
15 percent less? 

According to a Cornell University 
publication titled ‘“‘Be a Better 
Shopper — Buying in Super- 
markets,” the key to consistently 
spending less at the supermarket is 
to develop a food-buying system. 
Written by Professor Heinz B. 
Biesdorf, a consumer economist at 
Cornell University, the publication 
is in its second edition, having been 
extensively revised, expanded and 
updated. More than 40,000 of the 
first edition were printed and dis- 
tributed. 

“Knowing and practicing a few 
money-saving tricks can help con- 
sumers save money,”’ Dr. Biesdorf 


Says, ‘‘but consistent savings of 10 to 
15 percent can be realized only by 
Sticking to a food-buying system.” 
For an average family of four, this 
much savings amounts to an annual 
reduction in food costs totaling over 
$400. In order to save this 10 to 15 
percent in the supermarket, the food 
Shopper needs some ‘‘start-up”’ 
money, some extra time, and some 
extra storage space. Professor 
Biesdorf realizes that many- people 
don’t have extra money, but, he 
says, this doesn’t have to be a 
problem. “If you put off buying 
some non-essential items such as 
shoe polish or window cleaner for 
another week, you can use the 
money that would have been spent 
on these items as ‘start-up’ money, 
to buy in quantity the essential food 
items that are on special this 
week.”’ 

If, for example, you buy four cans 
of tomato juice at the special price 
of two for 99 cents, instead of the 
regular price of 65 cents each, you 
have saved 62 cents. If you also buy 


three pounds of spaghetti for 78 
cents instead of the usual $1.33, you 
save an additional 55 cents. And, if 
you take advantage of the special on 
a non-food item such as the larger, 
seven-ounce tube of toothpaste at 69 
cents instead of 95 cents, you've sav- 
ed another 26 cents, bringing your 
total savings to $1.43. This is not 
only money in your pocket, but next 
week you'll have a shorter shopping 
list because you’ve bought some 
items in quantity the week before. 
And since a shorter shopping list 
means that you spend less money 


. than- you normally would, you'll 


have additional ‘‘start-up’’ money, 
and can take advantage of even 
more savings. 

The premise of “Be a Better 
Shopper”’ is familiar to many food 
shoppers: ‘“‘Buy when the price is 
right, and when the price is right, 
buy in quantity for future use.” But 
anyone who is serious about saving 
10 to 15 percent on groceries must do 
more than stockpile goods bought at 
comparatively low prices. The 
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Needs: start-up money, extra time, extra space

serious food shopper begins com- 
parison shopping even before leav- 
ing home — by studying and com- 
paring newspaper food ads. 

Most stores and supermarkets 
offer special prices on selected 
products in the newspaper each 
week. Although only a small number 
of iterns in a given store’s stock are 
likely to be on special at one time, 
the savings that can be realized by 
buying these specials are large. In 
fact, some supermarket specials are 
offered at or near wholesale price to 
keep regular customers coming, and 
to attract new ones. And, competing 
stores are likely to offer specials on 
different items.

Geriatric care good 
for aging pets, too

“Grow old along with 
me’’ applies to pets as well 
as people. Geriatrics for 
animals has grown out of 
geriatrics for humans 


Since the 1920s, at least 15 
years have been added to 
the span of human life 
There are many more peo- 
ple over 65; their children 
are grown and animals are 
an essential part of their 
lives, 


Many of these people 
have money and will spend 
it. They know that their own 
health needs are different 
from those of younger peo- 
ple, and they know that the 
pets who have been with 
them so long — sometimes 
their only companions — 
have problems like their 
own. 

How do you know your 
veterinarian can give an ag- 
ing pet good care? 

Animals need the same 
consideration for their age 
that people do. If your 
veterinarian talks to you 
about your pet’s nutrition 
and exercise; if he or she 
asks what diseases the pet 
has had, to determine 
whether there is any 
residual damage to the 
animal’s system; and if he 
or, she makes a proper 
physical examination, your 
veterinarian is probably a 
good geriatric veterinarian. 

An animal's diet should 
be changed occasionally 
What often happens is that a 
pet’s owner finds something 
that is easy and handy, and 
keeps the animal on the 
same thing all the time. 
This may result in a 
nutritional crisis as the 
animal may be missing 
some essential ingredient in 
the diet. 

The best thing is to use 
one of the better brands of 
animal food and switch the 
brand or variety once ina 
while. Don’t pick a brand 
because it is cheap, as 
cheap foods tend to include 
cheap ingredients. They 
may have too many glan- 
dular products, for exam- 
ple, that provide too many 
hormones or that have a 
great deal of indigestibel 
protein, such as chicken 
beaks and feet. 

The reason for changing 
brands or types of food is to 
vary the proportion of 
nutrients in the diet. This 
gives the animal a better 
chance to get all the dietary 
essentials. 

What problems are most 
common in aging animals? 

Liver and kidney damage 
frequently occur and heart 
conditions, including high 
blood pressure. These con- 
ditions can be treated with 
the same medicines that 
are used for humans, but in 
a strength adjusted to the 
animal. 

Arthritis is a frequent 
complaint and, fortunately, 
one that responds beautiful- 
ly to the right medicine 
Animals so stiff that they 
could not get up without 
pain will often run around 
like puppies a few days 
after beginning medication. 

Some skin probiems can 
be brought on by a lack of 
fat in the diet, particularly 
in old animals. A tablespoon 
of corn oil once or twice a 
week may help, but 
medicine may also be need- 
ed. Do not give ‘additional 
animal fat, as it may clog 
the arteries. 

Some drugs used for cer- 
tain conditions have both 
good and bad side effects. 
They may cause an animal 
to drink more water, which 
is a very good thing. One of 
the problems of geriatrics 
is that older people normal- 
ly don’t drink enough water. 

On the other hand, they 
may interfere with 
resistance to disease. An 
animal on one of these 
drugs should receive an an- 
tibiotic immediatley if it

An estimated 9% percent 
of American taxpayers will 
be able to use the new tax 
tables. These tables already 
incorporate personal ex- 
emptions, the new zero 
bracket amount and the 
general tax credit (general- 
ly $35 for each personal ex- 
emption or 2 percent of the 
first $9,000 of income, 
whichever is greater. 

This means none of these 
computations have to be 
made by the taxpayer.

Tax- 
payers itemizing deductions 
will have to subtract the 
difference between the zero

method also must figure 
their tax on a Schedule TC

Taxpayers who are 
eligible for individual 
retirement arrangement 
(IRA) savings plan may 
now set up such a plan for 
their nonworking spouse as 
well. Fifteen percent of the 
working spouse’s income is 
deductible, up to a max- 
imum of $1,750, if con- 
tributed to combined IRAs 
Deductions taken for con- 
tributions to dual IRAs 
must be equal 

Also, the period has been 
extended during which tax- 
payers can contribute to 
their IRAs and still deduct 
these contributions on their 
return. 

Taxpayers, making 
allowable contributions 
within 45 days after the end 
of a given tax year may still 
deduct the contributions on 
that year’s return 
(February 14, 1978 for 1977
